DANIELS PUTS BAN 
ON NAVY LEAGUE 


Articles Women Are Knit- 
ting for Sailors Won't Be 
Accepted if Tendered 
Through Officers of the 
League. 


Washington, August 17.—All unoffi- 
cial connection between the navy and 
the Navy league was severed today by 
order of Secretary Daniels as a result 
of the recent action of the league head- 
quarters in charging that investigation 
of the recent fatal explosion at Mare 
Island navy yard was being blocked by 
influence of labor interests. 

The secretary gave notice to the 
public that mo representative of the 
league woyld be admitted hereafter to 

station or ship, and that 

g whatever would be accepted 

by the navy from the league as at pres- 
ent officered and managed. 

Thousands of women throughout the 
country are knitting sweaters, wrist- 
lets and other articles for sailors, un- 
der the auspices of the Navy 
Today’s notice means that these will 
not be accepted unless’ tendered 
through some agency other than the 
present officers of the sae 

Daniels to the Public. 

Secretary Daniels’ notice, addressed 
to the public, follows: 

“In view of the slanderous and false

ing upon the honesty of the naval ad- 
ministration and the integrity of offi- 
of the navy, responsibility for 


the league, notice is hereby given to 
the public that the navy department 
has directed that no officer, agent or

“Persons whe - contribute to the 
Navy league in the future will do so 
with the understanding that the navy 
department will not permit the accept- 
ance of anything whatever from that 
organization as at present officered

League 12 Years Old. 


The Navy league is a civilian organ- 
ization fdrmed some twelve years ago 
to work for enlargement and improve- 
ment of the navy. Its membership in- 
cludes many former or retired naval 
officers. Nine out of ten of the mem- 
bers, Mr. Daniels said today, are patri- 
otic citizens, doing a good work. 

Investigation of. the Mare Island 
tragedy still is going on and no report 
has been made. The secretary in his 
statement said it had been current 
that the magazine was set off by a 
time fuse, but that, according to cus- 
tom, no publicity had been given the 
fact pending a report from the naval 
board. 

Tonight the league headquarters is- 
sued another statement’ attacking 
Secretary Daniels, charging him with

Washington, August 17.—~-Two army 
divisions instead of one, comprising a 
total of at least 38,000 men, probably 
will make up the first contingent of 
the national guard to go to France, 

Although no official confirmation 
was obtainable, there were evidences 
today that the composite Forty-second 
division, whose organization recently 
was announced, will be accompanied 
abroad by the Twenty-sixth, made up 
of New England guardsmen. No New 
Tngland states are among the twenty- 
six having representation in the com- 
posite division. 

The commander of the Twenty-sixth 
is Major General Clarence Edwards, 
now acting as commander of the de- 
partment of the northeast, and it is 
presumed he would go to Europe with

manded by Major General W. A. Mann.

WORTH OF BONDS 


At 4 Per Cent Interest Ad- 
vocated by McAdoo--Bonds 
to Be Taxable — $4,000,- 
000,000 for the Allies. 


Washington, August 17.—Issuance of 
$7,538,945,000 worth of 4 per cent fed- 
eral bonds, subject only to income su- 
-_pertaxes, war profits and excess profits 
taxes, and designed to provide $4,000,- 
000,000 for further allied loans and to 
retire $3,000,000,000 non-taxable 3% 
per cent issue now authorized to cover 
loans to the allies, is contemplated in 
a suggestion submitted by Secretary 
McAdoo today to the house ways and 
means committee. 

Receipt of the suggestions cafsed im- 
mediate activity among both democrats 
and republicans of the committee, 
many of whom are opposed to the de- 
tails of the secretary’s plan. While 
taxing the bonds is generally favored, 
something more concrete than the sec- 
retary suggests, such as a flat levy of 
6 per cent on the interest rate, or ap- 
Plication of the income tax, appears to 
be more generally desired by house 
members. 

4 Per Cent Interest Likely. . 

The 4 per cent, interest proposal prob- 
ably will be accepted by the commit- 
tee. The secretary has impressed mem- 
bers with the necessity for prompt dis- 
posal of the bonds and the possibility of 
attaining this result by an increased 
rate. Only a most unreasonable tax 
rate, it is agreed, can prevent a lively 
demand for the bonds at 4 per cent, 
The fact that they will be exempt from 
all save federal taxation is in itself 
sufficient inducement to create a good 
market, and predictions of bond experts 
that a 4 per cent rate may carry the 
bonds above par is expected ‘to increase 
the demand. 

One of the principal arguments ad- 
vanced for the secretary’s plans is that 
it would protect the small investor. 
Surtaxes would not apply under the 
revenue bill now before the senate on 
incomes of less than $5,000. Few ex- 
cept the very large investors would be 
affected by the war and excess profits 
taxes, it is believed. 

Variations in war and excess profits 
taxes are so great that it is difficult to 
present even a general idea of ‘what 
rates might be collected through such 
sources. Calculations on supertax re- 
turns, however, are easily made. Un- 
der the proposed law, for instance, the 
sSupertax on $375,000 worth of bonds 
would be $250, and $500 on $500,000 
worth. Thus the holder of $375,000

FORMER SENATOR KERN 
SUMMONED BY DEATH 


Asheville, N. C., August 17.—John Ww. 
Kern, former United States senator 
from Indiana, and majority leader in 
the senate, died here tonight. His 
death was due to uraemic poisoning. The 
deceased was’ 67 years old. 

Mr. Kern came from Washington to 
a local sanitarium a week ago to rest 
and recuperate. The disease developed 
suddenly Tuesday.. With Mr. Kern at 
the time of his death were Mrs. Kern 
and Mrs. George B. Lawson, a daugh- 
ter, of Roanoke, Va. The body will 
be taken tomorrow to Hollins, Va., the 
summer home of the deceased. 

Up to the time of his retirement from 
the senate, March, last, Mr. Kern was 
majority leader and chairman of the 
democratic conference committee. 

John Worth Kern was born Decem- 
ber 20, 1849, in Howard county, In- 
diana. He graduated from the law de- 
partment, University of Michigan, in 
1869, practicing first at Kokomo and 
later at Indianapolis. He was a mem- 
ber of the Indiana state senate from 
1893 to 1897. In 1900 and 1904 he was 
Indiana’s democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor. In 1908 he was the decocratic 
candidate for vice president. He was 
nominated for the United States sen- 
ate by unanimous vote of the Indiana 
state democratic committee in 1910. 

He was elected to the senate by the 
Indiana legislature, January 18, 1911.

INCREASE'IN WHEAT 
IN SOUTH IS URGED 


Steps Are Taken to Secure 

Good Seed for Planting 
Purposes at a Conference 
Held in Atlanta. 


Plans looking to bring about the in- 
crease in the winter wheat and rye 
crop of the southern states were made 
at a conference held Friday afternoon 
at the chamber of commerce under the 
direction of the federal department of 
agriculture. Representatives of agri- 
cultural colleges of Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennessee and 
Florida were present, as were also a 
large delegation of bankers, farmers 
and other business men from the south- 
ern states. 

Formal action in the form of reso- 
lutions was taken on four questions, 
The first resolution indorsed a plan 
whereby the state extension directors 
and county agents of the government 
in the diffetent states will make a 
thorough inquiry Aas to the location of 
the best grade of good rye and wheat 
in these states. It is said that there is 
plenty of grain in the south for plant- 
ing purposes of a satisfactory grade, 
but there is no adequate system to in- 
sure its distribution, and steps will be 
taken to make the surplus in one com- 
munity available to meet the shortage 
in others. This action, it is said, will 
have a tendency to check an increase 
in the price of seed. 

The conference also recommended 
that the different states do all possi- 
ble under their existing laws to estab- 


lish a proper relation between the price 
of wheat for seed purposes and for 
milling purposes, and that mills save 
their best wheat for seed, taking prop- 
er precautions against the insect pests 
which infest stored cereals. 

The increase in acreage for wheat 
and rye in the southern states which 
grow these crops which has been sug- 
gested by the federal department of ag- 
riculture, was approved by the confer- 
ence, and it was recommended that the 
increase be chiefly in districts where 


production.of the grains is reasonably | 


safe, and it was urged that special em- 
phasis be placed on federal methods of 


production, which is especially ‘impor- . 


tant in view of the shortage of fer- 
tilizer. 

The increase prescribed for the south- 
ern states by the department of agri- 
culture is as follows: 

For South Carolina, 325 acres of win- 
ter wheat and 50 acres of rye are pre- 
scribed. Last year the yield in that 
state was 238 acres of wheat and seven 
of rye. 

Georgia is put down for 786 acres of 


wheat and 100 acres of rye, against aj} 


crop in 1916 of 393 acres of wheat and 
17 acres of rye. 

Tennessee is expected to produce 1,080 
acres of wheat in the fall of 1917, 
against 900 acres in 1916, and 50 acres 
of rye, against 31 acres last fall. 

Alabama is set down for 200 acres 
of wheat and 16 acres of rye, against 
132 acres of wheat and eight acres of 
rye in the fall of 1916. 

The 1917 wheat yield for Mississippi 
is prescribed at 100 acres. Last year 
the yield was 18 acres. 

Louisiana is expected to produce eight 
acres of rye. Last year she produced 
none. 

While no forma] action was taken in 
the matter, it was the consensus of 
opinion of all the delegates present 
that the rural districts should have 
their quota of men in the army, and it 
was urged that no exemption be claim- 
ed for those who could possibly be 
spared. It was agreed that the short- 
age occasioned by laborers leaving for 
the front could be met to a large degree 
by improved methods of cultivation and 
the use of better farming implements. 

The question of the serious shortage 
of fertilizer was discussed informally, 
and the importance of seed selection 
and careful cultivation was stressed as 
the only effective method of combat- 
ting this condition. 

Dr. Raymond A. Pearson, president 
of the College of Agriculture of lowa, 
and who has been made special assist- 
ant to Secretary of Agriculture D. F. 
Houston, was sent to Atlanta by the de- 
partment of agriculture to preside over 
the conference which lasted all day 
Friday. Dr. Pearson presided at both 


the morning and afternoon conferences | 


and explained in detail just what the 
government’s needs are. 

In 1915, Dr. Pearson said, the United 
States produced over a billion bushets 
of wheat. but in 1916, due to various 
causes, the production was only 675,- 
000,000 bushels, and this vear, chiefly 
on account of unfavorable weather, but 
also owing to a decrease in fertilizer 
supplies, the crop was only 650,000,000. 

He stated that prior to the beginning 
of the war 100,000,000 bushels of wheat 
were exported to Europe each year. 
During the first year of the war ex- 
ports amounted to 33,000,000 bushels. 
Last year the exports were about 175,- 
000,000 bushels, against 500,000,000 re- 
aquired by the allies. He stated that it 
was the hope of the government that 
next year it will be 
allies a large portion 
needs. 

Dr. Pearson was accompanied to the 
Atlanta conference by Dr. W. A. Tay- 
lor, of the federal bureau of plant in- 
dustry; Dr. C. EF. Lighty, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture; Dr. R. A. Oakley, 
in charge of government seed distribu- 
tion, and Dr. Bradford Knapp, in charge 
of farm extension work in the south. 
An address was made by each of the 
federal experts.

School Commissioners 
Are Subject to Draft, 
General Crowder Rules 


County school commissioners will not 
be exempt from the operation of the 


selective service act because of their 
tenancy of office, according to a ruling 
upon this point made Friday upon spe- 
cial request from the state military de- 
partment. As each commissioner draft- 
ed would necessitate a special election 
for his successor in the county in which 
he served, according to a ruling of At- 
torney General Clifford Walker, the 
military department made the inquiry 
in the following telegram: 
Number One Thirty-four Period. 

Provost Marshal General, Washington, D. C. 

The code of Georgia, 1911, provides: Sec- 
tion fourteen eighty-nine. County school 
commissioners in the various counties of 
this state shall be elected by the electors 
of the respective counties who are entitled 
to vote for members of the general as- 
sembly, at the general election held for 
such members next preceding the expira- 
tion of each county school commissioners 
present term of office, and every four years 
thereafter, and they shall hold for a term 
of four years or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

Section fourteen ninety-three. Vacancies, 
how filled. In case of a vacancy caused 
by death, resignation, removal from office, 
or from any cause whatsoever, in the office 
of county commissioner in any county of 
this state, the county board of education 
shall elect a county school commissioner 
for the unexpired term, provided said un- 
expired term is for a period of less than 
one year; but should said vacancy occur 
one year or more before the expiration of 
said term, said election to be held within 
ninety days after the vacancy occurs.” 

All county school commissioners of Geor- 
gia have yet more than three years to serve 
and in each case an election by the people 
would have to be called to fill the unex- 
pired term. 

The attorney general of Georgia has ren- 
dered the opinion that a county school com- 
missionew is elected by the people and that 
even if the unexpired term is for less than 
one year the vacancy is filled by an elec- 
tion of the board and in no case is the 
vacancy filled by an appointment. Should 
county school commissioners be discharged 
by local boards?

The street railway officials did not 
authorize the construction of a double 
track all the way to the camp, and the 
only assurance so far is the single 
track from this side of: Buckhead to 
the camp, and that will not be com- 
pleted for weeks. 

It is stated that the construction of 


the DeKalb county track will probably 
take three months. The cantonment will 
be peopled in three weeks, and thus for 
nine weeks the thousands of soldiers 
to be encamped will be practically 
penned in, with no means of transpor- 
tation to Atlanta except jitney convey- 


ance, unless the Southern double track 


is utilized. 

Atlanta merchants are figuring on 
the enormous loss to the city which 
will be occasioned by this period of 
isolation, and are realizing that in so 
far as benefit to the city is concerned 
the cantonment might as well be locat- 
ed at Macon or Chattanooga. 

Problem Is Grave. 

Ivan F, Allen, president of the cnam- 

ber of commerce, while expressing con- 
fidence that the situatjon will be met 
by the carriers at the proper time, has 
expressed himself as being of the 
opinion that the problem is grave, and 
that definite action must be taken at 
nce. 
: L. Jj. Daniel, of Daniel Brothers 
Clothing company, states that the sit- 
vation is grave and that something 
shoulg@~be done at once to relieve it. 

“The coming of the cantonment was 
heralded as the precursor of a great 
boom of some duration, which would 
be inevitable with proper transporta- 
tion facilities. All the other cities 
which have been fortunate enough to 
secure camps have prepared. long 
ehead for the coming of the soldiers; 
why not Atlanta?’ 

Mr. Daniel's statement expresses the 
opinion generally held by Atlanta 
business men interviewed on the sub- 
ject, who fear that because of the 
lack of proper rail facilities the city 


will fail to secure the advantages of- |. 


fered by the camp. 
Double Tracking Allowed. 


The Fulton county commissioners at 
a meeting Friday granted permission 
to the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany to double track its line on Peach- 
tree road from Dead Mans Curve to the 
junction of Roswell and Pace’s Ferry 
roads, a distance of about 4,000 feet.

TIME FOR ACTION! 


Two days ago The Constitution called 
attention to the alarming features in the 
situation with reference to transportation 
facilities between Atlanta and Camp Gordon. 

Since then a permit has been granted for 
the construction of a single-track trolley 
line from the present Peachtree Road line 
to the army cantonment, but the announce 
ment is made that this line cannot possibly 
be completed inside of three months! ° 

In. the meantime between 40,000 and 
50,000 recruits will be stationed at the camp 
for training; and with the civilians of At- 
lanta and elsewhere who will be interested 
in the troops and have business dealings 
with the cantonment, probably 100,000 peo 
ple will be dependent upon transportation 
facilities between Atlanta and the canton- 


— 


ment. 

In the very nature of things, when it is 
finally completed, a single track trolley will 
be utterly and absolutely inadequate to meet 
the demands of.the. situation. 

The Constitution can do no more than 
to call the public’s attention again to the 
seriousness of this matter, and emphasize 
the fact that somebody or some organization 
of the city’s business interests should awake 
to the requirements of the situation! 

Something must be done, and done at 
once, to relieve the congestion that is sure 
to follow if the present plan is not enlarged. 

The double-track line of the Southern 
railway between Atlanta and Camp Gordon 
must be utilized—though officials of that 
company have announced that nothing has 
been done looking to that end! 

In the meantime, the entire traffic be 
tween city and camp is dependent upon.a 
Jitney service to the camp—costing 20 cents 
per passenger each way, or 40 cents for the 
round trip from the city. 

If the Southern railway is alert to its 
duty it will bestir itself without loss of time 
in preparation of a local passénger service 
between Atlanta and Camp Gordon by the 
opening of the encampment. 

{ff it must be drafted into this service, 
then the sooner the pressure is brought to 
bear the better. 

It is preposterous to expect the thou- 
sands and thousands of people dependent 
on the service to content themselves exclu- 
sively with a measly little jitney service— 
nothing more—for a period of two or three 
months, and in large part from then on! 

This is an intolerable situation; and we 
again call the attention of the public—and 
At- 
lanta—-to the importance of it, and to the 


especially of the business interests of 


{mportance of enforcing some means of bet- 
ter transportation. 

Some better arrangement is imperative, 
or both city and cantonment will suffer the 
worst. 

This matter already has been delayed 
by far too long; and if it is neglected longer 
the situation that will arise with the occu- 
pation of the cantonment will be staggering. 


THE EMORY BASE HOSPITAL. 


It is to be hoped that the appeal that has 
been sent out for funds with which to equip 
the Emory base hospital unit to insure the 
~best possible care for our soldiers who may 
be wounded in the fighting in France will 
meet with such a hearty response as to pro- 
vide for such a hospital as will meet all re- 
quirements and reflect credit upon Georgia. 


This is the only base hospital thus far 
under contemplation by Georgia, and it 
should, therefore, be made a matter of state 
pride; and it is well that the people gen- 


erally have been given an opportunity to 
contribute toward its success. 
If our wounded are attended to as they 


should be, and as they must be, it is abso- | 


lutely necessary for this hospital to have 
equipment along the line of special instru- 
ments, etc., also beds and other essentials 
which the war department will not provide. 
The hospital needs $40,000. Executives 


have decided that there will be no personal | 
canvass, and that all funds received will be | 


in the form of voluntary contributions made 
by patriotic people who realize the vital 
importance of this work of mercy. 

Therefore, the success of the campaign 
depends entirely upon the co-operation of the 
people of Georgia, and it is not to be feared 
that they will fail to meet this as they have 
every other patriotic demand made upon 
them in the past. 

Many prominent physicians of Georgia 
at great personal sacrifice have agreed to go 
with the hospital; and certainly the least 
that the lay population can do will be to 
match these physicians’ patriotic service 
with, sufficient money as to make that service 
effective to the greatest possible degree. 

Dr. E. C. Davis, Atlanta, has been ap 
pointed major in charge of this hospital unit, 
and to him all contributions to it should be 
sent. 

All funds contributed will be applied di- 
rectly to necessary equipment, and the hope 
of those actively furthering the enterprise 
is to make this Georgia unit the best in the 
field; but until the necessary funds are forth- 
coming it will be forced to remain inactive 
for an indefinite length of time. 

Now let every Georgian do his duty.

HARNESS THE RIVERS. 


Upon every hand is evidence that the day 
is not far distant when the fuel supply of 


this country will become a problem of grave 
concern; and it is high time right now for 
the nation, and the various states in which 
water power abounds, to take official action 
looking to the development of the water 
power that is running unused to the sea, and 
its conversion into electric energy to sup- 
plant steam in the industries. 

“When,” as Engineering and Contracting 
—one of the standard technical journals of 
the country—well says in its issue of 
August 8— 

an official of the Standard Oil company 
urges owners of automobiles to econo- 
mize gasoline; when the governor of Cal- 
ifornia finds that stocks of petroleum are 
being rapidly depleted in a state that 
produces one-fourth of the world’s sup- 
ply, and when the prices of every kind 
of fuel have doubled within three years, 
surely no further facts are needed to em- 
phasize the importance of developing our 
latent water-powers. 

In a recent official statement Franklin 
K. Lane, secretary of the interior, said that 
35,000,000 horsepower of available water en- 
ergy in the United States “is uselessly dissi- 
pating itself.” 

B. M. Hall, of Atlanta, one of the south’s 
most conservative and reliable civil and 
mining engineers, estimates, after a pains- 
taking survey of the field, that within 133 
miles of Atlanta there are undeveloped water 
powers which, if developed, “would supply a 
wheel capacity of 2,000,000 horsepower ten 
‘hours per day.” 

And this estimate, Mr. Hall explains, 
“does not include Mussel Shoals, Pigeon 
river, French Broad river, Yadkin river, nor 
any of the powers in South Carolina.” 

Within this same radius the developed 
water power amounts to only 720,000 horse- 
power ten hours per day. | 

“Atlanta,” says Mr. Hall, “is practically 
the center of this great power territory, there 
being about an equal amount in all directions 
of the compass!” 

Forty pounds of coal are required by the 
average—or better than the average—steam 
engine to produce one horse-power in steam 
energy. 

Thus within 133 miles of Atlanta water 
power equal to 8,000,000 pounds of coal—or 
4,000 tons—per ten-hour day is running to 
waste for want of development, the while 
coal is becoming more and more scarce and 
constantly mounting in price! 

And Secretary Lane says 35,000,000 horse- 
power of such energy is likewise going to 
waste—which, of course, is tantamount to a 
proportionate wastage of coal and petro- 
leum. 

As a cold commercial fact, water power 
is one of the greatest of this nation’s un- 
developed resources. 

Especially is this true of the southeast, 
and more especially of Georgia, in which 
there is enough gravity power, developed 
and unemployed, to turn every wheel and 
spin every spindle in the state now pro 
pelled by coal through steam! And all but 
720,000 horse-power of this energy is permit- 
ted to run idly into the Atlantic and the gulf! 

Certainly the nation and the states should 
bestir themselves to stop thig needless waste. 
And let us hope that congress, before the 
present session adjourns, will enact such 
water power legislation as may be needed 
to encourage the harnessing of our rivers. 

Such legislation at this time, too, would 
come in direct line with meeting the emer- 
gencies brought about by the war, when 
conservation of every sort of potential wealth 
is the paramount need of the hour. And, 
like many another step taken to meet the im- 
mediate needs produced by the war, such 
legislation would serve an equally benefi- 
cent purpose throughout the years of peace 
to come.

What Really Happened 
At Appomattox Surrender 


Editor Constitution: Quite an interesting 
controversy has arisen in the Carolinas ag 
the result of a letter received by Mrs. St. 
John Alison, of Charleston, S. C., historian of 
the South Carolina division, U. D. C., as to 
whether or not General Robert E. Lee ten- 
dered his sword to General Grant at the 
surrender of the army of the confederacy at 
Appomattox. This letter has to do with one 
of the scenes in the super-production, ‘‘The 
Rise and Fall of the Confederacy.” 

It is now up to some of the eye-witnesses 
of Lee’s surrender at Appomattox to give 
the answer. Did Lee pass over his sword to 
Grant and the latter refuse to accept it, 
or is the whole matter a myth? Mrs. Ali- 
son states that a southern-made and south- 
ern-inspired feature production 
be so unfair to Lee as to represent him as 
tendering his sword to Grant. 
“This fable, originating in the efforts 
northern writers to give General Grant a 
magnanimity he did not possess, has been 
exposed and shattered time and again 
qualified to know—eye-witnesses, 
and officers of both Lee and Grant present 
at the surrender.” 

The Charleston woman declares: “Grant 
did not return Lee’s sword, for Lee did not 
offer it to him.

APPEAL 10 COUNCIL 


“Neither Fair, Just Nor 
Good Business Policy for 
Education Board to Go In- 
to the Book Business for 
Profit,” They Say. 


Following the decision of the board 
of education at its meeting on Thurs- 
day to ask permission from council to 
school books to the children, in 
order to comply with the Yeomans act 
as to prices charged, the book dealers 

. 
of Atlanta yesterday prepared an ap- 
peal to council. 

In this communication it is set forth 
that “it is neither fair, nor just, nora 
good business policy for the board of 
education to go into the book business 
for a profit.” It is stated that the plan 
of the board would work a hardship on 
the teachers of the system. 

Book Dealers’ Position. 

The position of (he book dealers is 
shown in the following address to coun- 
cil: 

3 To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council, City of Atlanta, Atlanta, Ga.—Gen- 
tlemen: As Atlanta book dealers and as 
concerns who had previously entered into 
an agreement with the school committee 
of the board of education to supply books 
for the school children of Atlanta, we were 
much surprised to read in the issue of Fri- 
day’s Constitution that the board of edu- 


cation would enter the book-selling  busi- 
ness. 


Before your honorable body takes any ac- 
tion in this matter we would like to lay be- 
fore you these facts: 

On May 7 the undersigned dealers did 
agree with the school committee of the 
board of education to sell the school books 
listed underthe Yeomans act at a profit of 
15 per cent. The act provides that no ex- 
isting contract should be affected by this 
law and naturally we had no idea that the 
books adopted for five years—with two to 
three years yet to run-——would, or should, 
be included in the bouks to be sold at a 
15 per cent profit. Such books as those 
not included under the Yeomans act sell at 
list price ranging from 1-8 to 20 per cent 
profit. We expected to sell these at their 
varying list prices. 

The school committee of the board of 
education submitted a tentatiye school list 
of supplies at prices which we plainly told 
the committee ewe could not, and would 
not, comply with. This refusal was based 
solely on the regson that we could not, 
from a business -standpoint, handle these 
goods at the prices listed by the board. 
Notwithstanding, the board proceeded to 
print its school list with the prices arbi- 
trarily fixed by it. 

After our agreement 
books at the small -margin 
per cent the poard of education wrote the 
publishers, without our knowledge, not to 
sell these books to us except for cash, not- 
withstanding the fact that the board had 
previously required us to sign an agreement 
relieving the city of any liability. 

Are Financially Able, 

The article in The Constitution is mils- 
leading in its statement that we could not 
handle this matter because of the cash re- 
quired. We are fully financially able to 
meet all business requirements. But hav- 
ing already relieved the city by signed 
agreement of any liability, we fail to see 
where the board had any concern in our 
manner of book purchases. 

Not alone as book dealers, but as citizens 
and taxpayers of Atlanta, we feel that it is 
neither fair, nor just, nor a good business 
policy, for the board of education to g0 
into the book business for a profit. When- 
ever the time comes that the city can 
furnish free books—-or even books at ab- 
solute cost—to her school children, we will 
have no complaint to make. But for the 
city to enter into competition with con- 
cerns who pay their taxes and their licenses 
to conduct a legitimate business is treating 
those concerns unfairly. We enter our pro- 
test on such methods. 

Besides this consideration of the matter, 
the hardship it is going to work on teachers 
is almost incalculable. They now have all 
they can do to teach Atlanta’s children, 
and to make of them selling agents for books 
for the city would be a great trial for them, 
Of course we cannot prevent the board 

education going into the book-selling 

Neither could we prevent it from 
school caps or school shoes to 
children if it so desired, but before you 
give any sanction to such a proposition as 
you will doubtless have submitted to you at 
your next meeting, we ask that you look 
carefully into all the facts leading up to the 
board’s action, as well as to the soundness 
of such a business policy.

WEEK OF: NERVOUSNESS 
UN COTTON EXCHANGE 


General Business Around the 


Ring Has Been Small, Trad- 
ers Inclining to Wait. 


—_-- 


New York, August 17.—The cotton 
market has shown continued nervous- 
ness and irregularity during the past 
week. A great deal of bearish talk has 
been heard around the ring, encouraged 
by the favorable character of crop ad- 
vices from the greater part of the belt, 
and the proximity of heavier new crop 
offerings. This has founda reflection 
in the tendency of offerings to increase 
on advances, but selling has been held 
in check by bullish spot advices anda 
renewal of peace rumors. 

It appears also that the technical po- 
sition of the futures market had 
strengthened on the decline of about 2 
cents a pound from the high level of 
August 7 to the low point of last Mon- 
day, and covering was rather active on 
the midweek rallies. Otherwise, ex- 
cept for some trade buying, demand did 
not seem to broaden much and the mar- 
ket was easier again today under re- 
newed liquidation, with December sell- 
ing off to 24.45 compared with 25.23, 
theyhigh point of Thursday, and 24.28. 
the low point of Monday. Generally 
apeaking, traders have expressed skep- 
ticism as to the success of peace pro- 
posals at this time. In some few quar- 
ters a more serious view has been taken 
and the uncertainty has exerted a con- 
fusing influence on sentiment. 

Drought complamts from the south- 
west have grown more serious, and the 


talk of an average improvement in the, 


condition of the crop since the end of 
July has also been modified to some ex- 
tent by recent private figures. One of 
the local bureaus published a report 
this morning placing the condition at 
70.8, compared with 71.9 as of July 25. 
The weekly report of the weather bu- 
reau was considered very favorable as 
to sections outside of the Texas drought 
area, and it was recalled around. the 
ring that the two previous reports had 
also indicated favorable progress. 

Japanese and English exporters have 
been reported buying early cotton east 
of the river. General] business around 
the ring here has remained of small 
volume, with traders inclined to wait 
for increasing new crop receipts to test 
the spot situation.

There were scattered buying orders 
around the ring, with the opening one 
point lower on October, but generally 
2 to 5 points higher. This was suUp- 
posed to reflect covering by some of 
yesterday's sellers, and active months 
sold 10 to 12 points net higher before 
the end of the morning, with October 
touching 24.98 and January 24.81.

CORN CONTINUES I 
DOWNWARD COURSE 


Cash Spots Close Nervous- 
ly at Decline of 18 Cents a 
Bushel—Wheat Gains One 
Cent, Oats Lose and Pro- 
visions Close Lower. 


Chicago, August 17.—Virtually com- 
plete stoppage of buying of immediate 
delivery corn had a bearish effect on 
that commodity today and also on corn 
futures. The close was nervous, with 
cash corn down 18 cents a bushel and 
futures at 1 1-8 to 1 3-8 net decline, 
December 1.12 3-8 to 1.12 1-2, and May 
1.09 5-8. Wheat gained 1 cent, closing 
firm at 2.01. September oats lost 1-2 
to 1 1-4 cents, and provisions finished 
mostly 10c to 45c. off. 

Heaviness of the corn market did not 
develop until the last half of the ses- 


sion. 
any important fresh news pointing to 
a likelihood of peace gave the chief ad- 
vantage to the bulls, although at the 
outset a brief downturn in values had 
resulted from the fine weather condi- 
tions in every direction. All other fac- 
tors were lost sight of when as if 
through concert industrial buyers, in- 
cluding representatives of distilleries, 
failed to take a hand at purchasing for 
spot delivery. Strong commission 
houses that had been conspicuous on the 
bull side of the market for futures 
ceased at once to afford support to fu- 
tures, and there was a_ simultaneous 
fall of cash values to 18 cents a bushel 
under yesterday’s best figures. Slight 
rallies in the final transactions were 
ascribed to the incentive for an in- 
creased feeding demand based on the 
current + price of hogs. 

Wheat showed a tendency to harden 
in value, owing perhaps to reports that 
an unusually large amount of winter 
wheat was stil] in shock and that there 
were consequent possibilities of exten- 
sive damage. 

Pronounced weakness in oats resulted 
from favorable weather for thrashing 
and from increased consignment no- 
tices. 

Immense gales to realize profits for 
holders pulled down provisions after an 
upturn caused by a record-breaking ad- 
vance in the hog market. On _ the 
break, packers were said to have turn- 
ed to the buying side.

STEELS SHOOT UP 


Delaware and Hudson | 


Strikes Lowest Bottom in) 


Its History — U. S. Steel 
Makes Gross Gain of 17-8 
Points—Money Easy. 


New York, August 17.—Transporta- 
tion shares were singled out for attack 
by bears in the stock market today, 
their depression, particularly in the 
coal division, giving emphasis to ru- 
mors of forthcoming regulations of that 
commodity by the federal government. 

Simultaneously, the comparative 
strength of steels was accompanied by 
unconfirmed reports that a basis of 
prices satisfactory to the manufacturers 


soon would be announced at Washing- 
ton. 

United States Steel made a gross gain 
of 1 7-8 points and closed at 124 3-4, a 
net gain of 1 1-8. Other steels and 
equipments moved in keeping with their 
leader. 

Delaware and Hudson featured the 
rails at an extreme and net decline of 
6 3-8 points to 1038, the lowest quotation 
in the company’s history. Recessions of 
1 to almost 2 points were the rule in 
the railway list, the setback embracing 
many dividend-paying stocks, 

The market as'a whole traversed the 
narrow ground of the early week, prices 
backing and (filling aimlessly and 
seemingly without regard for intrinsic 
values. Short covering in a few of the 
most representative industrials con- 
tributed to their-underlying strength. 

Specialties were mostly inactive, ex- 
cept Industrial Alcohol, which made a 
precipitate decline of 7 1-4 points in the 
first hour, later rallying over 3 points. 
Other issues were dull, while shippings, 
coppers and affiliated stocks were ir- 
regular, and tobaccos steady to strong.

Three southern records, two junior 
and one senior, were broken yesterday 
afternoon in the seventh annual south- 
ern swimming meet which is being held 
at East Lake. This is the first’ time 
in its history that the Southern Ama- 
tepr Athletic union swimming cham- 
R. nships have been held outside of 
‘ew Orleans, and much interest is be- 
ing shown. f 
_ fhe three records broken were the 
\0 and 100-yard junior events and the 
220-yard senior event. G. R. Fraser, of 
the Atlanta Athletic club, had _ the 
honor of breaking two of these, the 50- 
yard junior and the 220-yard senior. 
C. F. Carter, also of the A. A. C., broke 
the third, the 100-yard junior event. 

F’raser broke the southern record in 
the 50-yard junior by winning the first 
heat in this event in 28 seconds flat. 
The old record in this event was 29 2-5 
seconds. Fraser’s time in the final was 
28 2-5. He easily won this event, lead- 
ing all the way and finishing well 
ahead of the others, who were bunched. 

220-Yard Record. 

In-the 220-yard senior event Fraser 
made the excellent time of 2 minutes 
51 seconds flat. The old record was 3 
minutes 50 seconds, made years § ago. 
The fastest previous time, which was 
not official, was 3 minutes 21-5 sec- 
onds. Fraser led this race also from 
start to finish and finished strong 
three or four yards ahead of J. C. Fere- 
day, of the East End Athletic club, of

SHERIFF OF LOWNDES C0. 
CAN'T SEARCH ON TRAINS 


Valdosta, Ga., August 17.—(Special.) 
The Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
way, through its general counsel, J. E. 
Hall, of Macon, has obtained a tempo- 
rary order from Judge W. E. Thomas, 
of the superior court, restraining 
Sheriff J. E. Passmore, of Lowndes 
county, and his deputies from entering 
its trains and searching the baggage 
of passengers for whisky without war- 
rants. A further hearing of the case 
has been set by Judge Thomas for Sat- 
urday, at which time the attorneys for 
the railroad will ask for a permanent 
injunction. . 

In its petition the railroad alleges 
that the practice of the Lowndes coun- 
ty officers in searching baggage of its 
passengers is causing the road loss of 
considerable business and interferes 
materially with traffic. 

The Lowndes county sheriff, in his 
efforts to stop the Dringing of liquors 
into Georgia, is probably the most 
active official in all of the counties 
bordering on Florida. For some time 
he or his deputies have made it a rule 
to meet the trains from Jacksonville 
on the lookout for whisky smuyglers, 
and on various occasions have gone 
into the passenger coaches and seized 
suit cases and grips containing whisky 
without search warrants. His activities 
are said to have been mainly against 
negro blind tigers, and based general- 
ly on tips received which enabled the 
officers to identify the particular piece 
of baggage they were looking for. 

It is claimed that much travel out 
of Jacksonville to the north has been 
diverted from the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad by the methods 
of Sheriff Passmore and his deputies 
in this city, though the route through 
Valdosta to Macon and Atlanta is one 
of the most direct. 

The injunction proceedings against 
the sheriff followed the swearing out 
of warrants by Sheriff Passmore 
against Conductor Gray, of the Georgia 
Southern and_ Florida, charging the 
conductor with interfering with an of- 
ficer in the discharge of his duty, and 
with having whisky in his possession 
contrary to law. This action of the 
Sheriff was the result of the conductor 
having ordered the sheriff off his train 
on one of the officer’s searching raids. 

The cases against the conductor will 
come up at the September term of the 
city court of, Valdosta.

ATLANTA-MACON ROAD 
STILL LACKS APPROVAL

Washington, August 17.—(Special.)— | 


Action on the Atlanta-Macon highway 
so,earnestly desired by the Georgia 


highway department and the counties | 


between Atlanta amd Macon, has again 
een postponed by the department of 
agriculture. 

Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of 
the highway department, who has been 


in Washington all this week trying to, 


get approval of the project, left Wash- 
ington this afternoon without having 
accomplished that result. He was ad- 
| vised by Solicitor Williams, of the de- 
partment, that the jpapers had gone to 
| Secretary Houston, as it was an admin- 
'istrative matter requiring his approval. 
| He would not say what recommendation 
| of his own had accompanied the report. 

Secretary Houston left the city today 
for a ten days’ vacation, so the matter 
will be held up until his return. 

From all accounts thé interview be- 
tween Judge Patterson and Solicitor 
Williams was very spirited. Judge 
Patterson frankly expressed his opinion 
that a question of good faith was in- 
Volved and said the state of Georgia 
and the individual counties involved 
would be much embarrassed after they 
had met in full the requirements of the 
department if the project was not ap- 
proved, 

Before leaving the city Judge Pat- 
terson wrote to Secretary Houston mak- 
ing a final plea for approval of the At- 
lanta-Macon highway project. He said 
that forty-three miles of the proposed 
route was now used as a post road and 
thirty miles made up of short gaps was 
non-post roads, but that possibly four 
or five miles of this would be utilized 
for carrying the mails when the road 
was improved. 

“This is the most important road in 
the state of Georgia, taken from any 
standpoint, considering its length,” he 
wrote. “It is embraced in the program 
of roadbuilding which was made under 
and by the direction of your depart- 
ment and which has been approved by 
you, to cover the five-year period of 
road building under the federal aid act.” 

While the delay in beginning work is 
causing much dissatisfaction, Judge 
Patterson said other states which are 
depending upon federal aid are no fur- 
ther advanced with their projects.
